Arbor flay should have a place on 


the calendar of every church of ev­ 


ery denomination, not only for the 


sentiment and 
eivie 
good which 


comes from a celebration of the day, 
but for the material benefits which 
it yields to a community. 
Civic en­ 
deavor in a community stands for 
beautiful parks, attractive >treets, 
well kept lawns about public build­ 
ing's and the homes of the people. 
The church in its general influence 
stands for these things and can e f­ 
fectively 
help 
to 
promote 
them 
through the medium of 
Arbor day 
when the public mind turns toward 
the subject of the physical adorn­ 
ment of a community. 
One of the 
splendid things about Arbor day is 
that all people can enjoy the benefits, 
fo r home grounds may he beautified 
at practically no cost, and each lawn 


so adorned contributes to the upkeep 
of the whole town. 


The pastors, Sunday school sup­ 
erintendents, the active workers in 
the 
church 
and 
Sunday 
school, 
should turn attention to the condi­ 
tion of lawns, parkw ays and streets 
about the church and parsonage, and 
enhance the 
appearances of these 
places by the 
planting 
of trees, 
shrubs and beds of flowers and this 
improvement might he made an oc­ 
casion that will bring a civic lesson 
to both young and old in the church 
and Sunday school.
